It would be 
beneficial after planting to paint the trunks with a solution con- 
sisting of 4 lb. DDT mixed in one quart of water. It is im- 
portant, however, if you paint with DDT or not, that the trunks 
be wrapped with a double thickness of burlap or heavy paper 
from the ground line to the first branches.
